Continuin;?, the report states that the 
bill is not offered as a complete response 
to the mandate of the people. 
It no more 
professes to be purged of all pvotpction 
than to be free of ail error in its complete 
details. 
It is reco'znized that great inter- 
Mts do exist which it is no part of the 
duty of. conirress to imperil. 
In dealing 
with the tariff question it must be re- 
membered tb.'Lt temperate reform is safest, 
M it has the principal of growth. 


Protection, it is stated, has absolutely 
failed to protect. 
It tlirows business out 
of its natural channels into artiilcial chan- 
nels, where there must always be iluctuar 
tions and uncertainties. 
It makes the 
tariff system the football of party politics, 
and tho stability of large business inter- 
wts are at stake at every popular election. 


In the early days of the republic the 
ft^aiiufacturers 
were the stronireet oppo- 
nents of a high tariff, knowing that their 
busiuo5in' was prospering along natural 
lines and should not be disturljed. The 
first high tariff of IKIO was enacted, how- 
ever, and this provoked a natural rovul- 
I sion. 


Protection has run a like course since 
the war. 
After the war there arose a 
strong demand for a low tariff, but the 
protectionists thwarted any reduction of 
consequrnce until 187*<!, when they suc- 
ceeded in enacting a law reducing duties 
about 10 per cent, as a substitute for a bill 
making much greater reductions. 


The report Uiscusses at length the suc- 
cessful efforts of the beneffciaries of the 
high tariff to defeat reduced taxation, 
and compares the present loud outcry 
against any reductions with the predic- 
tions of general disaster to follow the low 
tariff act of la tO. This act revived instead 
of paralyzed industry, and was such a 
success that a further reduction was de- 
manded and granted by congress. 


There was a general protest against the 
high tariff of liSOl. Senator Siierman and 
other leading Kepublicana of that time 
are quoted as protesting in the name of 
the manufacturers tnut the tariff be not 
raised. 


In framing the schedules the committee 
did not cousiiier it the privilege of the 
protected interi'sts to frame tho ratou. 
These interests have been dealt with in no 
spirit of unfriendlinosij however. 


Nearly every schedule in tho existing 
law was made in its very ligui'o and lig- 
ures by tho repre.-ientative.sof the interests 
beneiited. Senai-or Iluar is quoted to show 
that every intorcBt had subniitted to it 
the rates proposed before they were adop- 
ted, and changed by tliem at will. 


The various acbedules are taken up and 
discussed, to show that the reductions 
contemplated do not mean the ruin of tho 
industry affected. 


The glass duties are cut one-third. 
The 
reduction in tiie iron and steel schedules 
is compensated for by free iron, 


The ¡¿5 per cent, duty on steel rails is, 
according to the atatistic.4 of the labor 
department, ample 
protection 
against 
foreign rails, and will in no way lessen 
the advance of that great industry, while 
the lower duty is a reminder to tho steel 
rail pool that it cannot secure more than 
a reasonable yrice for its products. 


The cut in the tin plate duty was to 
break up tha bogus system of dipping 
sheets into tin and calling it tin plate 
making. 


The committee preferred wiping out the 
sugar bounty at once, but it was thought 
bebt to give tiio interests involved reason- 
able time to prepare to stand alone, and 
hence the provibo for its gradual abolition. 


The toliacco schedule was framed to pro- 
duce a revenue only, and tho duties ou 
agricultural products were abolished, as 
they aided no one aiid only served to fool 
the farmer. The latter is substantially 
beneiited by reductions of duties on wear- 
ing apparel, cotton bagging and agricul- 
tural Imi'lements. 


Prices of wool have greatly declined un 
der a high tariff, and the wool growers 
will be giveii a wider market by reason of 
the fuel tu.t wxih Ireu wool the uianufac- 
turera will 
-.iimo more wool and less 
shoudy.

The Measure Now Before tlie Lower 
House of Congress, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The report of the 
Democratic majority of tho ways and 
means committee on tlie Wil«ion ttu iff bill 
was presented to the full committee yes- 
terday. 


The report state« that the American peo- 
ple after a thorousrh trial have deciiled 


The esffmaled average reduction of duty 
is from 48 71 per cent, in tho McKinley 
law to SO per cent. The reduction will op- 
erate to enlarge commerce and bring in a 
constantly increasing revenue. The change 
from speciiic to ad valorem duties and tho 
reasons therefor are discussed at length. 


The existing tariff on iron ore and bitu- 
minous coal is discussed, and it is stated 
that it couitl never have been intended by 
the framers ot tho cousritution that sec- 
tions of the country very near to other 
countries having these products should be 
compelled to buy in sections of our coun» 
try very remote and held tributary to 
them. 


With all their resources and wealth the 
iron and coal mine owners will only bs 
stirred to exercise more of their own ef- 
forts to compete with tho world. 
This 
legislation is for the millions of consum- 
ers. 


It is stated that the purpose of the bill Is 
to repeal in toto the reciprocity features 
of the McKinley bill. 
The reciprocity 
features have brought 
no 
appreciablt 
benefit to American exporters.

Island 
after a 
four 
months* cruise of more than 
ordinary iniiercHt. 
The stanch shi]) in 
the iierviee of the United Stutes Fish 
CJommiHsion had a dotible duty to pei-- 
form. 
She steamed 1^,000 miles in 
the North Pacific, now dredpiug tho 
ocean and drni^iring to tlie surface its 
nlrange monsters and 
curious iish, 
aiiain patrollinft- the seas in search of 
illetifal seal hunters and stoppiuR them 
on the ocean 
highway to give an 
account of themselves. 


This year the Albatross was in ihe 
servico of the United States Navy. She 
was commiHsioned to be on the look- 
out for sealers who had no right to 
cnpture the animals, and when she 
r(ave orders for a vessel to sto]), in 
most cases she did not liave to repeat 
the ftift-uaJ. The AlbafcroHs would not 
cut much of a fiprure in a ditiiculty 
with a craiser, but she is armed, and 
her men knoAv how to shoot. 


In addition to her duties as an ocean 
f^irnrd the Alhatross had other com- 
missions. 
As uvaal she had to find 
out all about tho life of the seas she 
traversed. 
Then she had to discover 
the nature of the ocean, covering an 
enormous circle 2oO miles in diame- 
ier, with the Pribylov islands as a 
center. 
The Government wanted to 
know about the lish upon which the 
sealB live. 
It wished to Itnow how iar 
from the rookeries they went to feed, 
and Ihe most important point of ail, 
it wished to secure a comparative esti- 
mate between tht» conditions existing 
on the islands last year and this. 


For that purj)ose photographs of the 
rookeries have been taken. The system 
was inauf^urated last year, andJ.'Stan- 
ley Brown succeeded in securing? tho 
required photograplis. 
These photo- 
i?raphs are taken from the same point

After a few days the steamer had 
passed the last island and had turned 
her course eastward to cruise along 
the north side of the Aleutian ^vonp. 
A short stop was made at OonalaskH, 
and then the jouruey of 225 miles to 
the Pribylov islands was begun. 
The 
vessel anchored oft' the island of St. 
Paul, the larger of the two where the 
seal rookeries were established. 
The 
first duty was totakesouudiu£ys and to 
secure characteristic specimens of all 
the lish found within a radius of 250 
miles with tho islands as a center. 
The second was to ^^hotograph the 
seals on the rookeries. 


The soundings had never been made 
before and were 
most 
thoroughly 
taken. The center was taken at a point 
midway between 
the two 
islands. 
Bearings Avere taken and the steamer 
started on its course for 125 miles. 
It 
was perhaps the most interesting ele- 
ment of the cruise. 
Evpry ten miles 
tho dredge v/as i^itont and the bottom 
of ihe cicean scoured. 
The iish and 
strange beings of the sea were lifted to 
the surface, examined, recorded and 
numbered. 
The Aveight and length of 
the lish were carefully noted and then 
each specimen was placed in alcohol to 
be added to that collection of the deni- 
zej'S of the ocean which the Albatross 
has on board. 
It is one of tne most 
interesting on any ve.gsel in the world.

being endowed with uoul«, and they 
coifsider it an act of piety to erect and 
maintain hospitals for sick animals. 
They practice what they term the four 
virtues—liberality, gentleness, piety* 
and penance or remorse for failings, 


ATn^ES of oriental couniries 
are proverbially kind to the 
brute creation ; beggars even 
c, 
can often be seen sharing 
their scanty meals with any strange 
animals that may hajiiien to 2)ass them 
while eating. 


The religion of both Buddhists and 
Brahmins especially enjoins this care 
for the good treatment of all dumb 
animals; but one very peculiar religi- 
ous sect, called the Jains, cherish this 
kindly regard for all animal life more 
than any other sect in India, 
Not con- 
tent with never harming any dumb 
creature, 
they rigidly inculcate the 
obligations of protecting tho lives, 
alleviating the sufferings, and supply- 
ing the needs of '*every living thing, 
both large and small," as far as possi- 
ble.

It is very easy then to 
see the changes of a year in the num- 
bers of the animals which make their 
homes on the Pribylov islands. 


On May 20 the Alhatross steamed 
out of the harbor to Port Townsond, 
where she remained for five days, giv- 
ing and taking instructions from the 
patrol fleet. Then she sailed north. 
As she went further up the coast tho 
seals, returning to the rookeries, be- 
came more numerous. 
Scores of them 
could bo seen gently tossing on the 
waves as they slept. 
There had been 
quite a severe windstorm. 
Tho waves 
were tossed, and the seals had to re- 
jnain awake for days until the calm 
came and they could sleep, 


Xt was one of the duties of the Alba- 
tross to i^rotect the returning se^ils, 
and it did. 
It was not long before tho 
steamer was at the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, and then she was off fur Cape 
Prince of Wales, All the while she was 
busy with dredge and lines, the first 
to carry to the surface objects from 
tho ocean's floor, and the second to 
catch fish too large for the not. 


The Albatross took a long journey 
across the '*fair weather grounds" to 
Bt. Paul's Island, stopping to search 
scores of sealers. 


At iSt, Paul's Island Independence 
Day was spent, and the little coin- 


ended then the steamer began on an 
arc of the great circle. 
It continued 
only for ten miles and again started 
toward the center. 
Ho the journey of 
hundreds of miles was made. 


The result of 
that 
long journey 
around the islands will be known in 
the first ¡dace as the establishment of 
the ''one hundred fathom 
curve," 
which represents the depth of 
the 
ocean around the islands until about 
sixty miles west from them, when the 
de])th increases from 100 fathoms to 
1500 fathoms. 
It is of course varying 
from the lowest to the highest iigure. 
Eastward of the islands 
tho depth 
varies from ten to seventy-five fathoms. 


While the Albatross was making its 
soundings one of her 
ofllcers 
was 
stationed on the islands to study the 
seals and secur.* jnctures of the rook- 
eries, 
His task was no easy one. 
It 
took caution and judgment, ability to 
get near enough to the animals with- 
out arousing 
them, and an 
equal 
ability to escape them if they gave 
chase, 


Tho ofiicer of the Albatro.sB had 
more than one narrow escape. On one 
occasion he had cautiously approached 
a huge bull seal. 
His camera was set 
aud everything was ready for the pic- 
ture when suddenly the animal reared 
up in fright and auger.

Where gas poisoning has occurred 
all pnysicians agree that the blood be- 
comes impregnated Avith gas and the 
necessity for the removal of the gah 
from the blood is as great as the évacua 
tion of the lungs to complete a speedj 
recovery. 
With the mode used in the 
past of causing respiration this ha.- j 
been impossible, for the very small 
amount of air that is drawn into the 
lungs by moving the arms does not 
expel the air before it becomes impreg- 
nated with gas, and the patient being 
unable to throw it off the result is fre- 
quently fatal. 


In case of drowning the machine 
when applied will draw off the water 
and force pure air into the lungs. 
With the old method the patient could 
not begin breathing until all water 
had been removed from the lungs, 
whereas by use of the resuscitator the • 
first action draws out water, the next 
forces air into the cavity thus freed , 
and as fast as the water disappears 
fresh air replaces it, setting up im- 
mediate relief. 


In cases of gas poisoning the same 
process follows, the gas being re^olaced 
by the air. 
Both the amount of aii 
and the number of respirations pei 
minute can be regulated bv the lever. 
The usefulness is increased by the fact 
that air can be expelled and introduced 
into the lungs without the volition of 
the patient, especially in cases of ad- 
vanced 
phthisis, 
emphysema 
and 
asthma, where the effort of breathing 
proves a great source of waste and ex- 
haustion, -New York Herald.

deed, and by kindness to the brute 
creation Avhich extends even to förm« 
of vegetable life. 


The religious members of the Jain 
sect are called Yatis, 
The Yati must 
lead a life of abstinence, taciturnity, 
and continence. 
He is enjoined to 
wear a thin cloth over his mouth to 
prevent small insects flying into it, 
and must also carry a brush to sweep 
the place on which he is about to sit 
down in order to remove the possi- 
bility of crushing or injuring any liv- 
ing creature by his weight, and such 
is the regard in which this peculiar 
eastern sect hold animal lifo that they 
never by any chance leave a vessel 
containing liquid of any description 
uncovered for fear of some insect be- 
ing drowned in it. 


The Jains have no caste distinctions, 
but are divided into two principal di- 
visions, the Digaml>aras (or sky-clail 
ones), and the ö'wetambaras (or white- 
robed ones), 
Digambaras 
signifies 
nakedness, 
and the sky-clad 
Jains 
formerly used to go about in a com- 
plete state of nudity, but they now 
wear garments of various colors and 
are only sky-clad or naked Avhen eat- 
ing their meals. 
Their former disuse 
of clothing did not proceed from any 
lack of modesty, but arose from a 
curious belief in the sanctity of naked- 
ness, aud was also in measure sym- 
bolical of freedom from the bonds of 
sin and of transmigration. 


The Jain religion is a very ancient 
one and seems to be in many respects 
a mixture of the Buddhist and Brahmin 
doctrines, but the Jains claim to date 
farther back than the Buddhists; but 
undoubtedly both Jains and Buddhists 
were originally dissenting Brahmins 
and still resemble them in many things, 
including their tenderness for aninxal 
life,/ the theory of repeated, transmi- 
grations, various hells for the purifica- 
tion of the wicked, and heavens for 
the solace of the good. 


It 
is in a great measure owing to 
this tenderness for animal life that In- 
dia is so overrun with wild animals 
and serpents, and the reluctance of 
the Hindoos to kill these pests costs 
India 20,000 to 30.000 lives every year, 
as that number are yearly killed by 
snakes and tigers.—Chicago Times.

duty in the navj^ yards and on ship- 
board, but it is when the country is 
engaged in war that they are expected 
to justify their 
existence in Uncle 
Sam's navy. 
They are sea soldiers. If 
the time comes when tho white battle 
ehips of the United States will engage 
with the men-of-Avar of a hostile power 
it -will be the duty of the marines to 
man the rapid-firing Gatling guns, fill 
vacancies at the other guns, scour the 
enemy's decks from the tops, the poop 
and forecastle Avith their rifles, cover 
boarding parties with their fire, and 
repel boarders with fixed bavonets. 


Should the enemy gain a foothold 
they must gather at the mainmast, so as 
to command the deck. 
They must 
mako the small arms effoctive and dis- 
able the enemy's men, while the great 
guns, with w'hich the marines have 
nothing to do, 
except 
in 
case of 
<?mergency, play havoc with his ship. 
But all naval 
fighting 
is not done on 
the decks of men-of-war. 
The sur- 
prise of camps or posts, 
and 
the 
<iscalado of forts, render shore opera- 
tions necessary. 
Picked men are sent 
Avith the attacking sailors, known as 
pioneers, and the rest of the marines 
form a supporting column to cover 
the retreat and embarkation of the 
sailors in case the undertaking fails. 


Every navy 
yard 
in the 
United 
States has its detachment of marines. 
The barracks in the Brooklyn yard, 
however, are the most popular, and as 
the marines have 
their 
choice of 
stations when they 
return 
from a 
cruise, 
the 
largest 
number 
are 
quartered here. 
The full complement 
of men is 300. 
The thing which first 
attracts tho attention of the visitor 
entering the part of the yard set aside 
for the marines is a very long and 
narrow building of gray brick, with a 
piazza running the whole length in 
front, shaded by a line of trees. 
This 
^s the barrack.?, the living quarters of 
the men in neafc uniforms Avho pace 
slowly to and fro on guard, or lounge 
on the benches under the trees. 
The 
parade ground, ordinarily green, but 
now brown Avith drought, 
stretches 
out in front. 
In a group of trees to 
the left, Avith a garden behind, is the 
house of the Commandant of Marines, 
and at about the same distance to the 
right aro the quarters of the other 
officers. 
Each of these is approached 
by a stone Avalk canopied and shaded 
by rows of pear trees. 


There are men from all stations of 
life in the 
Marine Corps. 
In 
the 
ranks may be found Avell educated 
men, college graduates oven, who ha\'e 
become reduced by misfortune or bib- 
ulous habits, country boys who came 
to NCAV York to seek their fortunes 
and found Avant instead, and men who 
have lost their occupations. They all 
find a place of refuge in the Marine 
Corps, provided tbey are physically 
and mentally sound, at least five feet 
fiix inches in height, between the ages 
of eighteen and thirty-five, unmarried 
and of good habits.

With the frequent bugle calls and 
the marines crossing and recrossing the 
parado ground, there is always life 
about the barracks during the hours 
of daylight, but at 10 :30 in the morn-

the yard takes 
on a gala-day appearance. But it only 
lasts for fifteen minutes. 
The marine,

means. 
At G :80 in the morning the 
men must be out of bod, and ready 
fifteen minutes later for *'setting-up 
drill," Avhich is gymnastic exercise 
Avithout apparatus.

call is sounded, and they file into tho 
long mess room, furnished Avith two 
tables extending 
the

and partake of tlieir breakfast of hash, 
pork and beans, or beef stew, accord- 
ing to tbe day in the Aveek, and bread 
and cofteo. 
After breakfast the order 
is given "To the colors!" and tho flag 
is raised on tho pole in front of the 
guard house.

tucky

family boats of this pattern Avere an 
early modification of their general 
plan, Avhich was that of a strong- 
hulled 
ark, long and narrow and 
covered Avitu a curving roof. 
I have 
read '-that family boats of this de- 
scription, fitted up for the descent of 
families to the loAver country, 
Avere 
provided with a stove, a comfortable 
apartment, beds and arrangements for 
commodious habitancy, and in them 
ladies, servants,- cattle, sheep, 
dogs 
and poultry, all floating on the same 
bottom and on the rooC the looms, 
ploughs, spinning-Avheels and domestic 
implements of the family, Avere car- 
ried down the river." 
Fulton's Cler- 
mont-, Avhich proved its usefulness as 
the first practicable adaption of steam- 
power to water travel in 1807, must 
have been quic-kly copied on the Mis- 
sissippi, for in one list of 
notable 
passages up that river I have seen a 
note of a trip by a steamboat in 1S14. 
But long after that the barges, skiffs, 
horseboats, broad-horns and family 
boats must have remained very num- 
erous. 
They floated down stream with 
the current, and were pulled up again 
by means of wheels A^-orked by horses 
or cattle and by the toilsome and slow 
processes known as Avarping and bush- 
whacking. 
A boat Avhich was warpe d 
up the river kept tAvo rowboats ahead 
of her carrying hawsers, Avhich Avere 
made fast to the trees on the shore 
and then pulled in as the bigger ves- 
sels Avere thus hauled along. 
When 
the length of one cable had been pulled 
in the other boat had fastened the 
other cablo far ah^ad, and so the A^es- 
sel "inched*' along against the five- 
mile current of the stream a little more 
quickly than a house moves Avhen its 
owner'has decided to move it doAvn a 
country road to a distant cellar he has 
dug for it. 
It took a day to go six or 
eight miles by that method. 
Smaller 
boats were propelled against the cur- 
rent by rowing, sailing or poling them 
along; and when the Avater was high 
and overflowed the banks they bush- 
whacked up 
stream—that is, 
they 
pulled the vessel along by hauling on 
the bushes that brushed the sides of 
the craft.—Harper's Magazine.

A new operation for the treatment 
of roaring has been introduced to tho 
public by* prominent English veteri- 
narian, The principle invoh'cd is that, 
roaring being originally a disease of 
the nervous system, tho proper treat- 
ment Avould bo to put the 
left recur- 
rent nerve, Avhich had lost its function, 
on to a sound motor nerve ; suture it 
there, and endeavor to effect thereby 
a union, and, if possible, to get motor 
power supplied to the originally para- 
lyzed larynx. 


To this end, the left recurrent nerve, 
having been divided, Avas sutured to a 
branch of the spinal accessory, and as 
the result of the operation, when tho 
time for exercising the animal arrived 
the amount of noise was comparatively 
slight, and in a few Aveeks the defect 
in the breathing Avas so trifling as only 
to be detected by an expert.—NCAV

Bran mashes for horses are the very 
poetry of physic and feed 
combined.

bran no horse Avill refuse it, unless his 
case is exceedingly bad. 
Bran mashes 
are useful to form a vehicle for med- 
icines, but the greatest care should be 
taken not to give the horse 
anything 
nasty in the bran mash, in such a man- 
ner as to affect the whole mash, or the 
chances are that the animal AVIU retain 
a recollection, liowever dim, that Avill 
enable h i m to associate an. linpleKsant 
taste Avith the appearance of the mash.

skin are essential. A large quantity ol 
Avaste matter is thrown oii through the 
pores of the skin and if these are al 
loAved to become closed up, the health 
of the animal is affected. 


Good bedding, properly 
supplied, 
adds much to the comfort 
of 
the 
horses and at the same time aids ir. 
keeping them clean. 
So it is an im 
portant item to haA^e all of tho bedding 
dry. 
It will be tho best to lay a sup 
ply and store it under shelter so as to 
have it on hand when needed. 
Good 
mangers for feeding hay, and tight, 
convenient 
boxes for feeding grain 
Avill lessen the Avaste. 


Closets should be arranged in Avhich 
to hang harness as having it behim^ 
the horse in the stables is, to say the 
least, very injurious. 
In arranging 
their closets care should always bt 
taken to have them near by in ordei 
to save time. . As the feeding must be 
done two or three times daily, and as 
on many farms the horses are har 
nessed once or twice every day. con- 
venience in arranging is an important 
item. 
EA'ery horse should have its 
place, with a halter and a convenient 
place to tie to. Making the horses com 
fortable Avill 
lessen 
materially the 
quantity'- of feed ui^cessary to keep 
them in good condition.—St.
